I went out to see th e body wh en I 
began to worry about my wife, but 1 found 
th at, alth ough th e murdered woman did not 
look unlike Sire. Watson, it was not sh e.” 
Mr. Watson said h e h ad only known h is 
wife two month s before h o married h er. 
Her name was Lillian Snav ely , and h er 
folks are well-to-do farmers, of Sterling, 
Ills. 
Air. Watson met h er in th is city ,wh ere 
sh e was tuking ¡tainting lessons, and fell in 
love with h er. 
Sh e wa§ rich —h ad money 
and bond* at h er disp osal, and wh en sh e mar­ 
ried Mr. Watson on March 10 in Ch icago 
sh e p ut h er bonds and ca. h into h is h ands, 
say ing, “ Take th em, Ch arlie, and p ut th em 
in bank in y our name.” Mr. Watson said, 
h owever, th at h e refused to do so, alth ough 
sh e insisted, 
lie said h er moth er was bit 
tcrly op p osed to th e marriage because h e 
was a comp arativ ely p oor man, but th ey 
slip p ed away and were united before h er 
family could p rev ent it 
Mr. Watson said after th eir marriage th ey 
intended to go to Kansas, wh ere h e was go­ 
ing to engage in tbo cattle business. 
Ho 
went east to settle up some business and 
bid good-by e to relativ es in Baltimore and 
New York. 
He left h ere on March 1“, and 
first went to Baltimore. 
Mrs. Watson re­ 
mained beh ind, but wrote letters to h im al­ 
most doily . 
All at once h er letters ceased, 
and th en h o wired to a friend h ero to give 
h im information about h is wife, as all ids 
letters 
and telegrams to fber were un­ 
answered. 
His friend in rep ly telegrap h ed 
h im th at h is wife h ad left Caicago on March 
24 to meet h im at Pittsburg. 
He h ad sough t 
since th en to trace out h er wh ereabout, but 
h ad failed to learn any th ing concerning h er. 
He said th at h is own id'*a was th at h er 
moth er h ad h er locked up at Sterling, and it 
was likely h o would go to th at p lace and 
make a search . 
Mr. Watson said h o was 
formerly an officer in th e British army , and 
lately h ad trav eled for th ree y ears in Eu­ 
rop e. 
lie h ad no occup ation at p resent. 
A disp atch from Sterling, 111%, states th at 
th e town is in a fev er of ex eitemout ov er th e 
case of th e missing girl, Lilliau Snav ely - 
Watson. 
Her widowed moth er, wh o lives 
on a fine farm th ree miles 
C of Sterling, 
is nearly wild with grief. Bh e h as not seen 
h er daugh ter since h er marriage to Watson. 
It was learned th at th e missing girl’s ward­ 
robe wh ich sh e took wh en th e left h ome con­ 
tained a dark green cash mere dress and a 
black silk sacque with fur collar, such as 
was worn by th e murdered girl wh oso body 
was found at Rah way . 
A p icture of th e 
v ictim received in Sterling Sunday is almost 
an ex act fac-simtle of one taken of Lillian 
Snav ely a few month s ago. 
So great is th e 
ex citement jn Sterling th at many th reats 
against Watson are made, and it is likely h e 
would get a warm recep tion if be would step 
foot with in th e town. 
Lillian was a great 
fav orite, and it is th e general belief among 
th ose wh o knew h er th at th ere h as been foul 
p lay in h er disap p earance. Sh e belongs to 
one of th e best families in th e county , and 
by th e death of h er fath er became p ossessed 
of considerable wealth . 
All th e money sh e 
h ad in bank, ov er 12,000, was drawn by h er 
after sh e married Watson. 
Later . —Mrs. Snav ely -Watson, it h as been 
definitely ascertained, is in Omah a, aliv e 
and well. 
Her h usband wh om sh e h as been 
eluding for six weeks, h as^disap p eared.

P eculiar Case of a Man W h o Is “ W anted“ 
for W icked neas. 
S an F rancisco , Ap ril 4.— At last th e 
my stery is solved, and th e question “ wh o is 
Kissane F’ th at h as sot th e city by th e ears 
for th e p ast week is answered. 
William 
Kissane is known h ere as William K. Rogers, 
a wealth y farmer of .Sonoma county . 
Th ere 
are many strongly romantic features in th e 
story , not th e least remarkable being th at 
Kissane h as a broth er liv ing in Ban Fran­ 
cisco under anoth er name, and wh o is one of 
h er most influential citizens. 
It is th is 
broth er’s influence, embracing as It does 
railroad and legal and Masonic circles, th at 
h as so effectually stop p ed th e,p ublication of 
th e ex p ose. 
Alth ough th e name was known 
Friday nigh t, and alth ough it is known th at 
more th an one p ap er h ad th e full story in 
ty p e, not one word was p rinted Saturday 
morning, and Saturday ev ening th e New 
York despatches concerning the matter were 
suppressed. 
A German paper—The Demo­ 
crat-alone broke the compact of silence. 
Kissaue’s story , leav ing out his New York 
ex perience, where be was sent to prison for 
forgery . Is this: He had a shoe factory in 


Cincinnati in 1*53, which burned down la a 
my sterious manner one night. 
The firs also 
destroy ed an adjoining soap factory of Pope 
& Corder, bringing th e families of th e mem­ 
bers of th is firm to beggary . 
A son-in-law 
of Pop e, named Darr, came to California a 
few y ears ago, recognised Kissane, and noti­ 
fied th e Ch emical bank, wh ich institution 
was a loser by KiMane’s forgery . 
After th e 
fire K in*an*» and oth ers ch artered th e steamer 
Marth a Wash ington, and ostensibly loaded 
h er with boots and sh oes. 
During h er trip 
th e steamer was destroy ed by fire, sev eral 
lives beirvj lost 
Ch arges of murder and 
arson followed. 
Kissane Joined Walker’s 
Nicarauga ex p edition, deserted in 1861, and 
went to Virginia City , Nev. 
Th ere h e en­ 
tered into p artnersh ip with a man named 
Grissom, wh o rsceatly died ia the poor house, 
and anoth er named 
Henderson, now a 
wealth y man of Santa Clara county . To­ 
geth er th ey obtained a mine p ay ing $15,000 
a month , wh ich soon 
made th em rich . 
Rogers, with h is sh are, bough t th e old Surf 
estate, near Sonora, and settled down to 
country lifa 
As W. K. Rogers be became a 
firm friend of Col. Peter Donoh ue, and was 
associated with h im in railroad building. In 
187* h e became county sup ervise» ’, was made 
p resident of th e board in 1875, and h as serv ed 
with out interrup tion ev er since. 
Th ough th e p resent disclosure is th e first in 
th e nature of a p ublic sensation it is by no 
means th e first with wh ich h e h as been 
th reatened. 
In a quarrel with a Sonoma 
county ¡» ap or in 18 79 , Rogers’ career was 
h inted at, and from wh at ran be learned th e 
old man h as l» een p retty freely bled. 
He is 
a big, tall fellow, carry ing h is y ears and ex ­ 
p erience wonderfully well; liv es in good 
sty le and is fath er of two ch ildren and step ­ 
fath er to two grown up daugh ters, h av ing 
married a widow. 
He enjoy s th e rep utation 
of being ex tremely ch aritable and a most 
indulgent p arent. 
Kissane’s family reach es 
from h igh to low. 
At th e top stands th e ex ­ 
tremely p rominent citizan referred to, nex t 
comes Rodgers, and last comes a teamster 
also liv ing in S in Francisco, wh o still keep # 
th e name of Kissane. 
Th e eldest Kissane 
married twice, h is second wife being th e 
moth er of th e influential citizen referred to, 
so th at between h im and Rogers h alf-broth er­ 
h ood only ex ists. 
N ew Y ork , Ap ril 4.—Th e ofllcors of th e 
Ch emical bank receiv ed a telegram Satur­ 
day morning from Gen. Darr, wh o is in San 
Francisco, informin g th em th at h e h ad re­ 
vealed th e identity of Kissane in th at city . 
To a rep orter Mr. J. E. Parsons, of th e 
bank, subsequently acknowledged th at Will­ 
iam K. Rodgers was th e assumed name of 
Kissane. 
Th e p resident of th e bank, George 
G. Williams, said: 
“Th e man h as not re­ 
formed. 
Half h is criminality in th e p ast h as 
not been told, and h is career in California 
h as not been entirely free from dish onor.” 
Mr. Williams would not say any th ing defi­ 
nitely as to th e offense committed by Kis- 
sano in California. 
Mr. J. B. Hart, a San Francisco lawy er, 
was interv iewed Saturday . 
He coolly de­ 
nied th at William Kissane is at p resent 
known in California under th e name of Will­ 
iam K. Rodgers. 
If Kissane h ad been in 
Nicaraugua, h e said, as a member of Gen. 
Walker’s ex p edition h e did not know it. 
Oae of th o p oints in th e strange h istory 
wh ich received fresh emp h asis Saturday was 
th o original statement concerning th e broth er 
of Kissane mentioned abovo, wh o is said to 
be a y ery p rominent lawy er, residing in San 
Francis’eo. 
Wh ile th o p osition wh ich William Kissane 
h as ach ieved in California is said to h av e 
been greatly ex aggerated by rumor and im­ 
p erfect rep ort, th at of h is broth er is said to 
be really a great deal sup erior, both in a p o­ 
litical and social sense. 
Th e lawy er is a man 
to wh om oth er men look up on with th e h igh ­ 
est resp ect—a leader in th o best p riv ate cir­ 
cles ami th o p ossessor of immense wealth . 
'itiai th o p ublic may know wh o are th e 
eminent ligh ts of th o California bar it will 
not be inv idious to mention some of th eir 
names.

McAllister is p erh ap s as 
widely known as any wh o do not occup y 
seats on th e bench . 
Ex -Ch ief Justice Will­ 
iam T. Wallace h as an almost national rep ­ 
utation. 
Gen. W. H. L. Barnes, formerly 
on officer of th e Sev enth New York, h as won 
h igh distinction and is a gentleman of v ery 
great p olish .

Crrr, April 4 —The inter­ 
state commerce commissioners met Saturday 
morning at 11 o’clock. 
They gav e an in­ 
formal hearing to a committee appointed by 
the chamber of commerce of Atlanta, Ga., 
made up of ex -Gov ernor Rufus B. Bullock, 
Dr. R. I). Spaulding, and Mr. & F. Wood­ 
son. 
The committee was appointed to co­ 
operate with the Southern Railway and 
Steamsh ip association in seeking modifica­ 
tions of the inter-state commerce law, in or­ 
der that the commercial interest* of the ter­ 
ritory affected by the associations might be 
protected. 
Gov ernor Bullock read a paper setting 
forth the disastrous consequences that would 
result to the commercial fabric if any 
ch anges in the rates of freight mov ing 
should be made; that merchants and ship­ 
pers were quite satisfied with the present 
schedules, which were Hie result of ten 
y ears’ ex perience. 
The petitioners pray ed 
the commissioners to authorise the continu­ 
ance of the present arrangements. 
The 
wh ole matter turned on the commissioners’ 
authority to modify the long and short haul 
clause of the act, and Gov ernor Bullock gav e 
h is op inion that the authority was unques­ 
tionable. 
At th e afternoon session Mr. M. H. Smith, 
vice p resident of th e Louisv ille & Nash v ille 
Railway comp any , rep resenting th e South ­ 
ern Railway and Steamsh ip association, 
said th ere wa s 
a 
difference 
between 
north ern 
and south ern railway s in th e 
interp retation of th e long and sh ort h aul 
clause, th e latter h olding th at th e clause was 
op en to a liberal interp retation, so th at un­ 
der certain circumstances 
less could be 
ch arged for a long th an a sh ort h aul. 
Th is 
difference of interp retation meant, if p er­ 
sisted in, disrup tion of th e carry ing trade of 
th o country . 
He sp oke two h ours in fav or 
of construing th e disp uted clause so th at 
lees could h e ch arged for long th an sh ort 
h auls wh ere th e circumstances warranted 
th at construction. 
Judge Cooley said nothing could be done 
until Ap ril 5, and it was suggested by one 
of the railway men that a decision could be 
giv en v ery early on the morning of that 
date. 
Mr. Henry Finck, general manager of the

The writer say.« that facility and frequency 
of divorce is not in itself an evil, but a mailt 
of other evils that lie deeper, 
If people do 
not wi-h to be divorced all tbo laws and 
courts between here and tophet couldn't sepa­ 
rate them. 
Divorce is not a disease, but 
only, at the worst, a symptom of preceding 
disease, or perhaps more truly a desperate 
clutch nt a remedy for a desjiorato disease. 
This author urges more ar-rfous consideration 
Ittfore entering into marriage relations, and 
the remembrance that t wo people who are 
married have their individual lives to lead 
none the less ln-eause of tho new relation, and 
mutual concession must tie made or disaster 
in some form will be the result. 
That all in 
tclligont people nowadays know that ono 
I*o<Jy, more powerfully constituted than an­ 
other with which it is closely associated, often 
absorbs, so to speak, the other« vitality, leav­ 
ing it listless, pale, steadily wasting away, 
and that a like process, mental and inoral, is 
not infrequent, a strong masterful will taking 
the color out of another individuality, and 
aB this without necessary reference to the 
difference of sex, which, when added to the 
other preponderance, makes the result more 
disastrous. 
All this voices a profound truth, and this 
author hints vaguely at tbo necessity for 
more complete, judicious, and common senso 
instruction* of the young on themes which 
are connected with the general subject of 
marriage. It is doubtless true that tho scope 
of current education I* not practical enough 
in this direction, hut the chief difficulty seems 
to be that young people are not lev! enough 
to apply the knowledge their education brings j 
them to the practical aims of lifo, marriage 
among others, and perhaps most important 
of all. The fact is we hear no end of snivel­ 
ing drivel talked on the “ frightful facility of 
divorce’ iu our tune, and men and women 
are frantically engaged in trying to erect liar- 
riers against it—barriers which, like a con­ 
tinually rising darn against an accumulating 
stream, will serve only to make the iina! in­ 
evitable disaster more terrible. 
The simple truth is that tho fault lies not 
in easy divorce, but in the fatal facility of 
marriage iu our society. With us anybody 
may marry—practically—and they do it all 
the time, without thought or calculation or 
reflection of any kind about relative fitness, 
physical, mental, moral, social, or any other] 
without any thought of duties to each other 
or the world, without the faintest thought for 
the future in any way—with less exhibition 
of prudence or care than any one of them 
would show in forming a six months’ partner­ 
ship in the business of selling tape or j>oanuts. 
People maypieach and pray and snivel und 
growl about it a* much as they please, but all 
in vain, for it is a logical and .philosophical 
social necessity which no power on earth can 
escapo that, whilo men and women remain

while another, and far strongor physically, 
stands up utterly helpless.

It is no mark of a delicate fine lady ism for 
a holy to scream or faint or go into hysterica 
at some sudden happening. 
Tho physical 
condition may be such, it is true, as to render 
perfect control over tho nerves an impossi­ 
bility, but these exhibitions could bo pre­ 
vented in a majority of cases. Temperament 
may ni» o havo much to do with the matter, 
but those persons who know themselves to tie 
possessed of an organization that is easily 
disturbed should set resolutely at work to 
gain control of it, instead of nursing it into 
greater weakness by indulgence. 
I remem­ 
ber hearing a physician say of a patient who 
was given to falling into agonizing hysterics 
at the slightest provocation, that she 
cured by being left to lia upon the floor 
where she bad thrown herself, and allowed to 
scream, and tumble, and faint ad libitum 
Heroic treatment, it is true, is not always 
feasible, but iu this case it was effectual. 
I do not want it to be understood a* hav 
mg no sympathy with hysterical people, for 
they are often terrible sufferers, and their 
situation is the result of an overstrained 
body, but I do mean to say that persons 
who are ordinarily well should struggle to 
govern themselves, and that tho matter lies 
largely in their own hands.
